Employes Demand Higher Wages and 


/Shorter Hours—Other Labor

Buffalo, N Y, May 1 —Over 2 500 
department store employes, involving 
every st*j»of the kind m the city, 
went on sthke this morning tor in- 
creased wages and shorter hours. Em- 
ployes of hardware and five and ten 
cent stores participated in the strike 
The demand is for a minimum wage 


of $8 for women clerks and $15 for 
men cleiks. with a minimum o£ $8 tor 
boys and for driveis and chautteurs 
$18 per week 
The employes also de 
mand an eight hour work day and 
Saturday a half holiday a.t full pay 
during the summer months. 


Deny Conductors' Raise. 
New York, May 1.—The conference 
committee of managers of eastern rail- 
roads declined today to grant the re- 
quest made by their conductors-and 
trainmen for higher wages. 
The railroads of the eastern terri- 
tory having discussed the freight rate 
problem, have; decided to ask the in- 
terstate commerce commission to al- 
low a 5. per cent increase on freight 
of 

This -was made 
known today in a statement issued bj 
President Willavd of the Baltimore & 
Ohio.

posal of housekeepers for. encpurag- 
,ng• the entering:-of complaints,; after 
which an investigation: would .follow. 
Not 
only ',groceries and ...mar.kets 
should be applicable for this testing, 
but dry goods 
as well.

stick. rather than .an inaccurate, tape 
measure for .measuring

goods.

vailed in the "city of Athens coming 
down from -the .age 
when Socrates
